While There Are Class 1 Men 
Who Can Go 


Special to The Sun. 


WASHINGTON', April 22—Congres, 


has Just changed the army draft regu 
la lions so that men needed in agricul 
ture or industry won't be drafted frun 
one district while workers 
in 
non 


essentials are draft-free in another. 
It took nearly throe months to pass 


the "classification bill." but the job 
is finally done. 


The bill changes apportionment of 
draft quotas drastically, as follows: 


Quotas will be ligured on a basis 


.of the number of eligible men in Clasb 
1, not on a percentage of the total reg 
istration. 


If Lowell has fewer physically com- 


petent men in Class 1 than has anoth- 
er city of "the same size, fewer men 
will be called from Lowell than from 
that other city. Or it will work the 
other way around. 


Uncle Sam will base his call to Low- 


ell on the number of physically tit men 
iu Class 1, rather than on the total 
number of males within draft age. 


Another important bill affecting the 


draft Is still tied up in 'the house. 
This is the bill to make men who have 
become '21 since last June liable to 
draft. This bill, the war department 
llgures, would let into the draft more 
than 700,000 new Class 1 men. It would 
set far in the future the day when 
men with dependents will have to be 
called to the colors. - 


Both house and senate have taken 


their time in respect to 
these bills. 


Both were strongly urged in General 
Crowder's report tllf lirst 
week 
in i 


December, when congress reconvened 
for the present session. 


The "Classification bill" was intro- 


duced in the senate Jan. 15, and pass- 
ed -March 1. 


A duplicate of the senate bill as 
passed was substituted for a house bill 
on the same subject that had been 
previously introduced, but it was April 
i:: before the senate bill was passed 
by the house. The total time taken to 
make the bill a law was. therefore 
nearly three months. 


Recent draft calls have been sent 


out' under the old law, because we ha 
to have new men'to keep our canton 
ments and training facilities at work 
The war could no: wait on congress. 


There was strong opposition to th 


elassllicution bill, largely dictated 
b 


politics. Congressmen 
and senator 


from districts where there is a pre 
ponaerance of Class 1 men were afrali 
to touch a thing that affected thei 
constituents so vitally. 


Support of the new law has come 


in great measure from, country dis 
tricts, where there are fewer unmar- 
ried men of draft age, in m-oportioi 
to population, than in big cities. 


Congressional action on the bill to 


make men who haye reached 21 since 
registration day subject to draft, has 
been even slower tiiaii that on the 
classification bill. 


Introduced in both house and sen- 
ate January 15, it has not yet been 
•eported out by the house 
military 
committee.

One of 
the German's legs was blown off and 
he died later, a prisoner of the men he 
attempted to blow up.

There are, huge shell

streets and parts of the chuVch and 
other buildings have been blown off. 


The enemy fire became so hot here 
that Salvation Army .girls, who had 
been serving coffee and doughnuts to 
the Americans were forced to leave. 
The girls protested, saying they were 
not afraid of the Germans and wanted 
to stay in their dugouts, but the offi- 
cers did not wish to take the respon- 
sibility. As they left, the girls were 
cheered by soldiers returning 
from

OUR FINANCIAL STRENGTH 


Hon. Charles S. Hamlin, member of 


the Federal Reserve Board, in a recent 
speech at Chicago, made a 
strong 


statement regarding the stability of 
our currency system. He said: 


"Out of our cash reserves today we 


can set aside 40 per cent, in gold 
against the Federal Reserve notes, a 
billion, four hundred million now out- 
standing. We can lake 40 per cent, of 
that from our cash reserves and there 
would be left a cash reserve of over 80 
per cent, against 
our net liability. 


That is not inflation, in my opinion. 
It is sound, conservative banking." 


.It is the Federal Reserve banking 


system that has enabled this country 
to meet every financial shock since 
1913 and to avert the panics which 
were of regular occurrence under the 
old currency law. 


The great advantage: of this system 


is, that it has so consolidated the na- 
tion's banking resources that

CONFEHENCE ON COTTON BUYING 


—CHANGE CONTEMPLATED IN 


PRESENT METHOD 


BOSTON, April 22.—A committee of 


the National Association 
of 
CoUon 


Manufacturers has 
in 
contemplation 


important and far-reaching changes In 
the present methods of buying and 
paying for cotton. These changes are 
to bo discussed between tho commit- 
tee, representatives of 
the southern 
cotton shippers, and leading 
bankers 


of New England, New York 
and 
the 


south, at a conference to be held at tho 
Hotel Blltmore, New 
York, 
on 
the 


morning of Saturday, May 4. 


Mr. Daniel G. Wing, president of the 
First National 
bank 
of Boston, is 


forming a committee of Now England 
bankers to participate .in the proposed 
conference, and Mr. Theodore E. Bur- 
ton, president of the 
Merchants na- 


tional bank of New York, Is forming a 
similar committee among the bankers 
of that city, with a vlow to furthering 
the opportunity the 
movement holds 


out for the development of a 
broad 


market for acceptances, both 
foreign 


and domestic, if America is to contin- 
ue to ho tho world's money market af- 
ter tho war.

der to more evenly distribute the fin- 
ancial burden of carrying cotton, u 
plan similar to that in force abroad 
might be agreed upon, under

fighters, is attested by Raymond Star- 
bard, and adjutant in the war work 
forces of the Salvation Army who ar- 
rived at an Atlantic port yesterday af- 
ter seven months' 
strenuous 
work 


within range of German guns. 
Ad- 


jut. Starbard comes to get 200 new re- 
cruits to augment the forces of trained 
and uniformed women and men serving 
the troops behind the firing line. 


"On March 7," said Adjt. Starbard 


in making his report to the Salvation 
Army headquarters, "a certain section 
of the American line was subjected to 
unusual pressure from 
the 
German 


forces, and in the heat of'it all, one 
German, evidently* more excited than 
his fellows, leaped to an exposed po- 
sition and in very excellent English 
shouted, 'Come on out, you American 
dogs, and fight!' Before he could leap 
back to safety, one of our men had 
thrown a hand grenade which took off 
both his legs. Then ensued a fierce 
encounter in which the Americans ac- 
counted for 180 of the Germans out of 
an original 200 in the raiding group. 
Our men later discovered that the 
German who leaped out to challenge 
the Americans and lost first his legs 
and then his life, as a consequence, 
was formerly a New York city mer- 
chant. 
This officer carried 
a 
rifle 


which was grabbed out of his hands 
by our men, and I have brought it 
back to America with me. 
German 
prisoners taken say 
they 
have all 


along planned to terrify the Ameri- 
cans, believing they are not real sol- 
diers and have no disposition to figlit, 
but they admit now that they have 
reason to know the Americans are 
full of fight. 
They know it to their 
sorrow. 


"It is quite impossible to describe 


the inferno over there. 
-7ust before 
I left a giant shell from the German 
lines plumped itself down into the 
dirt within 40 feet of a Salvation 
Army hut in which was Capt. Arthur 
Andrews and some assistants. 
Had 


the shell exploded, the hut and its 
occupants would have been blown to 
atoms, but although it plowed in 12 
feet, it did not BO off. 


"One particular contingent of Ger- 
man troops opposite our men is re- 
fered to as "The 
Butchers' 
by the 


Americans, because of their wanton 
cruelty and brutality. German prison- 
ers say these men are instructed to 
terrify the Americans, but they are 
really securing an opposite result. For 
example, the 'butchers' sharpen their 
bayonets to the keenness of a razor, 
and they do not impale by simply 
thrusting forward, as of old. 
They 


aim to side swipe and to rip up and 
down, often disabling or killing three 
men at one sweep. 
The Americans 


were quick to find out about this, and 
they have not only become enthu- 
siastic adepts at 
side-swiping 
and 


scylhe fighting, but many of them are 
actually 
shaving 
themselves 
with 


their bayonets, so 'keenly have they 
sharpened them with grindstones, and 
upon leather. 
The line of defense in 


Prance will bend as good strategy re- 
quires, but it will not break, and you 
can not find a soldier under the flags 
of the allies who has the slightest 
doubt but that right and justice will 
prevail in the end, and that Germany 
will be defeated."

He also makes it clear 
that there is to be no departure from 
this routine until all have thoroughly 
learned how to swim. 


The land drill is mainly to train the 


men in the proper way to stroke. It 
consists of standing erect, heels to- 
gether, and with arms 
sideways 
at 


aides. Raise arms to level with shoul- 
ders and then bend them forward from 
elbows to right angle with upper arm, 
bringing left arm sharply down to the 
thigh. 


When this point is reached the right' 


arm prescribes tho same movement, 
while the left arm is carried upward 
and sideways until it reaches a posi- 
tion at right angles with the shoulder 
when tbe stroke is 
completed. The 


right arm stroke is exactly the same. 
Continuity of action is vital. 


In the water drill, the pupils enter 


shallow water. Each man assumes a 
horizontal. position,. face 
downwards,

Christian you have got to go around 
with a grouch all your life. Christian- 
ity does not work that way. The spir- 
it of God makes a man satisfied along 
certain lines. 
It makes him love his 


neighbor, and it makes him love his 
family to the extent that he will lead 
a straightforward Christian life."

gambles in cotton futures is not really 
considered a gambler if he is in th1 
church—not so long as he pays.

obligations of the United States. 


The gross national debt at the end of 


the last year was 5,850,000,000 pounds 
the chancellor said. He proposed new- 
taxation running well over 60 per cen. 
of the pre-war taxable revenue. 


The chancellor said that at the end1 


of the present year the national debt 
would be £7.950,000.000. He did not re- 
gard the debt of Russia as a bad one. 
believing that sooner or later, thera 
v.-ould b; an orderly government of that 
nation. 


The total debt due Great Britain from '' 
its allies at the end of the year, fee- 
added, would be 1,682,000.000 pounds. 


The chancellor estimated the e\pendi- 
tures in the coming year at 2,97^,197,000^ 
He placed the revenue at 779,250,000 
pounds, plus 67,800,000 pounds to be 
gained from new taxation, making the 
total 842,050,000 pounds.

Won't Take Class 2 Men in Draft 


While There Are Class 1 Men 
Who Can Go 


Special to The Sun. 


WASHINGTON, April 22—Congres 


has just changed the army draft regu 
lations so that men needed in agricu- 
ture or industry won't bo drafted fror 
one district while workers 
in nor. 


essentials arc draft-free in another. 


It took nearly three' months to pas 


the "classitication bill," but the jo 
Js linally done. 


The- bill changes apportionment o 


draft quotas drastically, as follows: 


Quotas will be figured on a basi 


of the number of eligible men in Clas 
1, not on a percentage of the total leg 
ist ration. 


If Lowell has fewer physically cctn 


petent men in Class 1 than has anoth 
er city of the same size, fewer mer 
will be called from Lowell than from 
that other city. Or it will work th 
other way around. 


Uncle Sairi will base his call to Low- 


ell on the number of physically lit mer 
in Class 1, rather than on the tout 
number of males within draft age. 


Another important bill affecting the 


draft is still tied up in the house. 
This is the bill to make men who havu 
become 21 since last June liable to 
draft. This bill, the tt'ar department 
ligares. would let into the draft more 
than 700,000 new Class 1 men. It would 
set -far in the future .the day when 
men with dependents will have to ba 
called to the colors. 


Both house and senate have taken 


(.heir time in respect to 
these 
bills. 


Both were strongly urged in General 
Crowder's report the lirst 
week 
in 


December, when congress reconvened 
tor the present session. 


The "Classification bill" was intro- 


duced In tho senate Jan. 15, and pass- 
ed -March 1. 


A duplicate of the senate bill as 


passed was substituted for a house bill 
on the same subject that had been 
previously introduced, but it was April 
13 before the senate bill was passed 
•by the house. The tota) time taken to 
make the bill a. law was, therefore 
nearly three months. 


Recent draft calls have been sent 


out under the old law, because we ha 
to have new men to keep our canton 
ments and training facilities at work 
The war could no', wait on congress. 


There was strong opposition to th 


classification bill, largely dictated b; 
politics. (Jongressnjen 
and senator 


from districts where there is a pre 
ponueranee of Class 1 men were afraic 
to touch a tiling that affected thei 
constituents so vitally. 


Support of the new law has comi 


in great measure from, country dis 
tricts, where there are fewer unmar- 
ried men of draft age, in proportion 
to population, than in big cities. 


Congressional action on the bill to 


make men who have reached 21 since 
registration day- subject to draft, has 
been even slower than that on the 
classification bill. 


Introduced in both house and sen- 


ate January 15, it has not yet been 
reported out by tho house 
military 
committee. 


The senate passed it March 29, but

Ambulance men ventured Into No 
Man's Land during the thiok of the 
fight and did heroic work in gathering 
up wounded. One German, who had 
offered to surrender, attempted to ex- 
plode a bomb on the ground as three 
Americans approached him. 
Another 
soldier, however, discovered the trick 
and hurled a grenade at him. One of 
the German's legs was blown off and 
he died later, a prisoner of the men he 
attempted to blow up.

fighting. 
There are huge shell 
holes in tha 
streets and parts of the church and 
other buildings have been blown off. 


The enemy fire became so hot here 
that Salvation Army girls, who had 
been serving coffee and doughnuts to 
the Americans wace forced to leave. 
The girls protested, saying they were 
not afraid of the Germans and wanted 
to stay in their dugouts, but the offi- 
cers did not wish to take the respon- 
sibility. As they left, the girls were 
cheered by soldiers returning 
from 


the front lines.

Jn other words, we owe them more 
than they owe us. And pay day is 
coming around. 
Uncle Sam doesn't 


want to let go of his gold, especially 
when the Orient is used to silver, likes 
it, and is perfectly willing to accept 
it. 


So Senator Pittman. from the silver 
state of Nevada, has introduced a bill 
aimed to fix things. It provides that 
uf the 4D1,000,000 silver dollars held in 
the treasury, against which silver cer- 
tilicates have been issued, as much as 
210.000,000 may be released, through 
tho retirement of an equal amount of 
certificates. 
This quarter-billion of 


:-.:lver dollars may then he melted up 
into bullion and sold at prices to bo 
li.vr-rl by the treasury. 


But the director of the mint is to 


buy in the market, at Jl an ounce, — 
as much new silver as has been melt- z 
ed up into bullion. 
The nfcw silver — 
also may be used as bullion, or it may = 
be coined.

The retired silver certificates are to 5 
be replaced by federal reserve bank H 
notes of $1 and 
$2 
denominations. 


When a now bunch of silver dollars 
are coined,.'an equivalent number of 
these federal reserve notes are to be 
cancelled.

We can take 40 per cent, of 
that from our cash reserves and there 
would be left a cash reserve of over SO 
per cent, against our net 
liability. 


That is not inllation, in my opinion.

Hemet; about 25 miles east 
and 


south of Riverside, and Sari Jacinto 
the next town north of Hemet on a 
branch line of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe railroad, which serves both 
points, were reported to be virtually 
destroyed. 


It was reported in San Bernardino 
late today that both telephone offices 
had been destroyed and the telephone 
companies said they were unable to 
get any response from that or nearby 
sections. 


At San Bernardino the quake wa_ 
said by old residents to be the worst 
of years. Scores of plate-glass win- 
dows were broken, 100 feet of brick 
wall from one low building fell into 
the street and several other walls were 
cracked. 


There was a panic at 
the 
ball 


grounds, where a game was in prog- 
ress, and one man was hurt in the 
rush to escape. Another, running out 
of a theatre into the street, was struck 
by a passing- automobile and seriously 
injured. 


Riverside suffered a shock of similar 
intensity. Ornaments 
were 
shaken 


from the courthouse cornice and win- 
dows smashed. 


At Banning the front of 
the Odd 
Fellows building fell out, striking- two 
automobiles which had just been va- 
cated by their passengers. 


The tremor was first reported from 
Barstow at 3.30 p. m., and apparently 
moved east and south from that point. 
It became most severe in the Hemet 
and San Jacinto section and farther 
north about San Bernardino. 


Comins on toward the coast, the 


tremor did slight damage at Wnittier 
and other intervening points and then ' 


They were esti- 
mated at 10 seconds and 30 seconds 
each. 


In the city, tho earthquake broke a 
number of large plateglass windows 
In oltlce buildings.. There was almost 
a panic in the numerous theatres and 
picture houses and one woman, Mrs.

above as she stepped from a theatre 
side entrance. 


At Santa Monica, a seaside town 
near here, a crowd was on the Munici- 
pal pier, which swayed perilously, and 
in the rush to escape, Frank E. Dar- 
bell, a retired manufacturer of Los 
Angeles, was thrown down and tram- 
pled to death. 


Several hundred pleasure 
seekers 


on the Redondo pier made a rush for 
land when the pier began to sway, 
and several were slightly hurt in 'the 
resulting crush. 


At Long Beach, several large office 


buildings were severely shaken 
and

broken. 


There were several small panics in 
>ublic meeting places, but it was re- 
lorted that no one had been seriously 
lurt. 


The earthquake apparently was not 
serious very far south, as reports from 
Imperial Valley points said it had not 
damaged any 'of the towns in that

.here at 3.30 p. m.

swimming lessons which he has de- 
vised as a, part of his plan to teach 
the aquatic art to every sailor in the 
na.vy camps. 


Two drills are included in Commis- 


sioner Camp's course; the land drill 
and the water drill, respectively. In 
both he says, the "crawl" should be 
taught as he. has found it to bo the 
most satisfactory for the development 
of swimmers. He also makes it clear 


, that there is to be no departure from 
this routine until all have thoroughly 
learned how to swim. 


The land drill is mainly to train the 


men in the proper way to stroke. It 
consists of .standing erect, heels to- 
gether and witli arms 
sideways 
at 
sides. Raise arms to level with shoul- 
ders and then bend them forward from 
elbows to right angle with upper arm, 
bringing left arm sharply down to the 
thigh. 


Wnen this point is reached the right 
arm prescribes the same movement, 
while the left arm is carried upward 
and sideways until it reaches a posi- 
tion at right angles with the shoulder 
when the stroke is completed. The 
right arm stroke Is exactly the same. 
Continuity -of action is vital. 


In the water drill, the pupils enter 


shallow water. Each man assumes a 
horizontal position, face, 
downwards, 


his hands supporting him. The 
legs 


are held as near the surface of the 
water as possible and not more than 
four inches apart. The legs must have 
free action from the -hips and should 
alternate continuously In quick shal- 
low kicks.
